Syllabus. 

W.P. and B., as contractors, built two sections of state wagon road 
under act of February 16, 1893, according to the survey of the chief engi- 
neer, who, under the provisions of said act established the lines of 
said road. Said contractors were compelled to do said work under 
the supervision of eaid chief engineer. Portions of the two sections so built 
by the contractors, were locate:! so negr the Salmon river that they were 
washed out by high waters prior to the acceptance of the road by the state. 
At the direction of the state road commissioner, and under the *upervision 
of the said engineer, the contractors rebuilt the portion so destroyed. The 
original contract price consumed the entire fund available for said two sec- 
tions. Held, that under the circumstances, the Legislature is authorized. 
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to make an appropriation sufficient to pay said contractors for the value of 
said extra work, and that it wouid be equitable and just for the Legislature 
todo so. An original proceeding brought by the plaintiffs to obtain a 
recommeniatory decision of this court, touching the equity of a claim- 
as erted by the plaintiff against the state. lhe state demurred to the com- 
plaint, which demurre: was overruled. The state then answered, denying 
the material nverments of the complaint. By agreement of both parties 
the cause was referred to the judge of the district court of the third judi- 
cial district to take and report the eyidence to this court. The evidence 
was reported to this court, and the cause argued on behalf of both parties, 
and decision 1endered in conformity to prayer in_plaintiff’s complaint.

Orrron—Quarles, J.: This is a proceeding under Section 10 of Article 
V of the Constitution of Idaho, irought by the plaintiffs to obtain the 
recommendatory decision of this court, touching the equity of a claim 
asserted by the plaintiffa against the State of idabo. It appears from 
the complaint and from the testimony reported in this proceeding, that 
the plaintiffs were original contracto:s, and as such undertook to construct 
two sections of thestate wagon road, constructed under the provisions of 
the act of the Legislature, approved February 16, 1893, said two sections 
being in the counties of Custer and Lemhi. That the plaintiffs constructed 
said two sections, under the supervision of J. W. Birdseye, the chief engi- 
neer selected under the provisions of said act. haf the line of said road 
was selected and surveyed by said chief engineer. That portions of said 
‘road weie located by said chief engineer along the Salmon iver 
‘at an elevation too low to prevent the said road from being flooded during 
high water. That after said sections of the road had been completed by 
the plaintiffs, but before they were received, portions thereof were washed 
out by hish water. Wheienpon the board of commissioners of said state 
wagon road, passed a resolution that the plaihtiffg under the direction of 
said chief engineer change und reconstruct said portions, etc. The 
object being to get said road at points where overflowed, above high water, 
go that it could be used at all times. Under said resolution it appears that 
plaintiffs on that section of the road constructed by them in I.emhi county, 
did extra work to the extent of three thousand, seven hundred and fifty- 
seven and twenty-five one hundredths dollars, and on the section con- 
structed by them in Custer county, to the extent of twenty-nine hundred 
and eighty-seven dollars. The evidence touching the value of said extra 
work before us, consists solely of the certificates of the chief engineer and 
the vouchers accompanying the same, which aré meagre and unsatisfactory, 
but which we have treated as a prima facie case. The original contracts let 
to the plaintiffs by the wagon road commission, as shown by the records 
before us, exhausted the entire fund available for the construction of said 
two sections, hence, the commission by law, had no authority to employ 
the plaintiffs to do the said extra work But it was necessary to do said 
extra work, and as such work was done by the plaintiffs, and is a public 
benefit, in equity and good conscience, the plaintiffs should be paid for 
such work. Under the provisions of said act, it was the duty of the chief 
engineer to survey and locate the lines and grade of said state wagon road, 
and it was the duty of the plaintiffs to construct the two sections aforesaid 
contracted by them, according to the survey and lines as located by said 
chief engineer. Mistakes through negligence or otherwise were made by 
said chief engineer in locating the lines of the two sections so constructed 
by the plaintiffs, but it would neither be just nor equitable to permit the 
plaintiffs to suffer by reason of the mistake or incompetency of the chief 
eagineer, under whose direction they were required to act, and in whose 
selection they had no voice. We think thatthe Legislature is authorized 
to make an appropriation suffinent to compensate the plaintiffs for the 
value of the extra work done by the plaintiffs as aforesaid, and that it 
would be equitable and right to do so, and we recommend such appropria- 
tion. If the Legislature has any doubt as to the actual value of said ser- 
vices, it would be proper to require the plaintiffs or some of them, or other 
witnesses to come before the proper.committee of the Legislature, and tes- 
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tify as to the value of such’ services. It is hereby directed that evidence 
reported to this court by the district court of the third judicial district by 
plaintiffs’ exhibits A, B, C and D, mentioned in said evidence, be attached.

Mr. President: We, your special committee, appointed for the pur- 
pose of investigating and reporting upon the deficiency certificates issued 
by the past state administration, reportas follows: We find that there 
has been issued during the yeara 1895 and 1896, 409 deficiency cei fificates 


aggregating in amount $34,138.13; of this amonnt seven deficiencies . 


amounting to $1,040 were paid prior to January 4, 1897, leaving a balance 
now outstanding against the state to the amount of $33,098.13. Of this 
amount we find the deficiencies against the Goveinor for 1895 and 1896 
amounting to $1,855.67; asylum, $6,787.65; land department, $3,432.28; 
adjutant-general, $3.942 61; miscellineous, $2,037.74: penitentiary, 
$4,810.95: capitol building, $2,245.96. wagon road commission, $2,067.90; 


mining inspector, $3,250.83: normal school, $1,712.49; printing amend- ` 


ments, $944.05. In passing upun the vanous claims, as shown by the 
vouchers on file in the Auditor’s office, your committee have kept in view 
Section Sof the General Appropriation Act of 1895, relating to the issu- 
ance of deficiency certificates, which said section provides that no state 


r 
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board or officer shall issue any deficiency certificates except in caze of 
pomis disaster or emergency. Your committee also have endeavored to 

ring before them all parties holding these deficiencies who were within 
reach of subpeenas, and aga result there appeared before the committee 
in response to subpcenas, duly issue, 59 witnesses, whose testimony in 
full has heen taken, reduced to writing, and is herewith appended and 
made a part of this report. Concerning the deficiences relative to the 
Governor’s department, we have reported all of these favorably except 
two, one of them being No. 47, issued to the Firat National bank for the 
reward of one Charles Olsen for $500. Theother being certificate No. 409, 
iesued ta the Boise Hack and Transfer company for carriage hire to the 
penitentiary, for $31.50. We further find, concerning the department of 
Governor McConnell, as shown by the sworn testimony of Miss Douglas 
and other witnesses, that Governor McConnell has accepted since Septem- 
ber, 1895, the services of Miss Eva Douglas in the capacity of private sec- 
fetary, and that she has been paid in deficiency certificates to the amount 
of $900, drawn on the Adjutant-General’g department. The Adjutant- 
General’s department has been wholly disregarded, and all certificates out- 
standing against that department, aggregating $3,942.61, have not been 
allowed. There was no appropriation made for this office by the Legisla- 
ture of 1895, and as there was no emergency existing for the continuation 
of the said office, nor the employment of the numerons clerks at salaries 
of $75 per month, all of said claims have been disregarded, All claims in 
the land department have been allowed with the exception of No. 46, 
issued to W. B. Matthews for the aum of $745 03, and No. 357, issued to Mat- 
thews for $300, it having been made manifest that said services upon which 
said claims were based were not performed for the state. Under miscel- 
laneous we include all these certificates which on their face cannot be 
classified against any particular department. Those amounts so classified 
amount in the aggregate to the sum of $2,037.74, all of which is allowed 
except No. 42 for $442.30, No. 62 for $250, Nos. 185, 242 and 290, drawn in 
favor of G. D. Hodge, have not been allowed for the reasons hereinafter 
set out in the testimony, also Nos. 242, 290, drawn in favor of Bx-Attorney- 
General for expenses. We have recommended the allowance of all the cer- 
tificates issued for the maintenance of the state penitentiary, with the ex- 
ception of Nos. 295, 330 and 368, which said certificates are for the pay- 
ment of cab hire for conveying state officials about the city of Boise, which 
said certificates aggregate 387. We also h tye disallowed Nos. 369 and 403, 
amounting to $425, issued to King & Allen, architects, the reason for not 
allowing the last two certificates being that the vouchers have vever been 
OK by the warden of the penitentiary, and we are informed that the 
warden still refuses tocertify to said amounts. The outstanding deficiencies 
against ihe capitol building fand, amounting to $2,245.96, have all been 
allowed, the vouchers and testimony showing that all said certificates were 
issued for actual emergencies. We find outstanding against the wagon 


~ road fund deficiencies aggregating $2,067.90. For the reason that the last 


State Legislature made no appropriation to this fund, we have concluded 
that all claims against this fund are unwarranted and without authority of 
law and, therefore, are not allowable. The aggregate amount of certificates 
against the department of mining inspector 1¢ $3,150.83, and for the 
reasons herein first above stated, with regard to the wagon road deficien- 
cies, we disallow all claims against mining inspector. For printing amend- 
ments to the Constitution, we find the deticiencies aggregating $944.05, and 
considering the same necessary emergencies, they are therefore allowed. 
Against the insane asylum fund there are certificates amounting to $6,787.65, 
actually issued, and also claims filed with the preeent beard of examiners 
for services and supplies furnished during the last quarter of 1896, amount- 
ing to several thousand dollare. From the investigation of the vouchers 
for the deficiency certificates actually issued, we find that all of said cer- 
tificates were isgued for actual sezvicea and necessary supplies furnished 
the insane asylum, and have therefore allowed same. Concerning the 
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claims which have been filed and for which no deficiency certificates have 
yet been issued, your committee have made no inyentigaton,
